| RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 15.—<2) 
|Uneasiness mounted here tonight as 
word of the whereabouts of Jean Bat- 
| ten, who flew the South Atlantic alone 
yesterday, failed to come from the 
‘north of Brazil, over which she was 
flying today toward Rio de Janeiro. 

The New Zealand flyer, the first 
woman to fly over the South At- 
lantic alone, continued hours ‘ over- 
due, and radio police were anxiously 
contacting localities as far north as 
Bahia, 800 miles from this city, for 
information. 

She took off from Natal early to- 
day, and was due in Rio de Janeiro 
about 6:45 p. m. Natal was the first 
| stop of the 25-year-old flyer after she 
‘left Africa. 

She was reported flying over Per- 
nambuco, about 186 miles from Natal, 
early today. An unconfirmed report 
from the Air France Line said she 
was seen over Caravellas, 500 miles 
north of here, in the afternoon. 

The weather bureau said conditions 
were generally fair along the route of 
the projected flight. with the exception 
of unsettled conditions along the coast 
near Victoria, to the southern portion 
of Bahia state. Victoria is 400 miles 
north of Rio de Janeiro. 

Pan-American Airways instructed 
the crew of the clipper leaving for Mi- 
ami tomorrow morning to maintain a 
sharp watch along ffie beaches en route 
for Miss Batten’s plane.

Monarchy Due Saturday 
If Twain Augury Is True 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—(4)— 
The United States has two days left 
to hecome a monarchy if Mark 
Twain's prophecy is to come true. 

Sixty-one years ago Saturday the 
humorist, whose legal name was 
Samuel L. Clemens, wrote a letter 
to his wife from Boston. He dated 
it November 16, 1935, and recited 
some amazingly true prophecy. He 
described a frip by air from the 
United States to China—and his- 
tory is about to be made by the 
first regular transport flight across 
the Pacific this month. But he was 
optimistic. His passage, he wrote. 
was delayed by a collision “and so 
I was nearly an hour on my jour- 
ney.’ 

Gossiping about the monarchy, he 
inferred would be established before 
then, he wrote, “The Duchess of 
Cambridge is deafer than you... 
and they call her to breakfast with 
a salvo of artillery.” 

The letter, made public by the 
Mark Twain centennial committee, 
was signed “Hartford.” Twain else-

In a telegram to Ramspeck Nance} 
said the security rates for unskilled 
labor in Macon and Savannah was $27 |

MONARCH OF GREECE 
WELCOMED IN PARIS 


George Holds Unofficial 
Court, Greets Exiled 
Subjects. 


PARIS, Nov. 14.—(/)—Homeward 
bound after a dozen’ years in exile, 
King George II,. of Greece, reached 
Paris today to be cheered by throngs 
of his countrymen. 

Heavy police squadrons kept the 
Greeks’ enthusiasm under control at 
the station, where the monocled mon- 
arch was welcomed by a representa- 
tive of President LeBrun. 

Later, the king held an unofficial 
court, receiving a score of royal sub- 
jects who have lived here in exile 
since the now-extinct Greek republic 
was inaugurated. 

A few blocks away Eleutherios Ven- 
izelos, exiled “father of the Greek re- 
public,” said through his wife: “The 
moment has come for me when silence 
is the best policy.’’ 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke and 
Duchess of York and the Duchess of 
Kent, George’s cousin, were among 
the notables who saw the king off 
from Victoria station in London. 

The princes Peter and Paul and 
members of his staff are accompany- 
ing the 45-year-old king back to 
Greece. So are 60 trunks and 75 suit- 
cases. 

George’s return to the throne he ab- 
dicated by republican request in 1923 
was voted by a 95 per cent majority 
at an nation-wide Greek plebiscite 
November 3. 

He will go from Paris to Italy. sail- 
ing from Brindisi aboard a Greek 
cruiser about November 21 and reach- 


ing Athens probably on November 24.

SEED PLANTING WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—There fs more than 

a good suspicion inside certain trade association 
groups here that the New Dealers are working on a basic plan for NRA 
revival. 

A few of the most sympathetic industries are supposed to have been 
sounded out on it. The hope is that they may sponsor the proposals 
at the Berry conference here December 9. 'That is, the government may 
not put forward the plan officially itself, but will have it come from 
industry. 

The basis of the proposal is supposed to be new hour, wage and anti- 
chiseling price agreements, to be agreed on voluntarily, but possibly un- 
der Federal Trade Commission supervision. 


CROP PROSPECTS Despite this cleverly planned approach, most 


insiders suspect the December 9 meeting will 
be like the usual international disarmament conference. There will be 
many pious speeches, but no action. 

Many more large industrialists would like to do what the motors in- 
dustry did and decline the Berry invitation. They do not dare to. They 
are afraid of what may be done by some fellow industrialists in their same 
line, while they are absent. 

Consequently, the attendance at the conference will probably be much 
larger than the hopes. |

Atlanta Livestock Dealers 
Plan Reprisal for Attack 
on Roosevelt Policies. 


The Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
Louis Railway yesterday was threat- 
ened with the loss of Atlanta's horse, 
and mule shipping business unless the 
president of the road, Fitzgerald Hall, 
of Nashville, ceases his attacks on the 
administration of President Roosevelt. 

Spokesmen for the Atlanta Live- 
stock Dealers, an organization of 
leading businessmen of the stockyards 
area, the Jargest mule market in the 
world, said the dealers did approxi- 
mately $500,000 worth of business 
with the N., C. & St. L. yearly. They 
asserted the sale of mules and horses 
here had increased 580 per cent ia 
1934 over 1931, 
Hoover administration, while 
freight paid to the railroads in 193 
Was an in¢rease of 355 per cent 
that paid in 1981. 

“And Mr. Hall's 
per cent of our business,” 
man said.

“We of the older generation 
should not discourage them or be 
instrumental in lessening their in- 
terest by passing on the divisive 
elements of our present-day re- 
ligion. Rather should we work with 
them in relegating the nonessen- 
tials to a place of secondary im- 
portance and stand with them for 
the fundamentals of Christian unity 
feeling confident that on such a 
foundation they will rear a church 
far better adapted to the reqnire- 
ments of their day and generation 
than any we could build for them. 


Interests Not Lessened. 


“Relating this statement fo my 
personal view and interast to pres- 
ent general trends, I am sure you 
will understand the action which I 
have taken. It does not indicate 
any lessening of my interest in re- 
ligions and the Christian church. 
On the contrary, it springs from a 
deeper and growing desire to en- 
courage and further those united 
and nonsectarian activities and 
agencies which emphasize above all 
else unity in Christian service, love 
for God as He ts revealed in Christ 
and His living spirit, and the vital 
translation of this love into Christ- 
like living. 

“I am therefore seeking to use 
such influence as I have in empha- 
sizing the basic truths common to 
all denominations, in lowering de- 
nominational barriers and in pro- 
moting effective co-operation among 
Christians of whatever creed. Defi- 
nitely to support such co-operative 
movement seems to be the next step 
for me to take in that direction. 
“Lest this explanation of my po- 
sition be construed as a criticism 
of any who think differently, let me 
hasten to say that I concede to 
others the same right to freedom of 
thought and action that I cherish 
for myself. The Baptist denomina- 
tion was founded upon principles 
of religious tolerance and freedom 
that permit the fullest co-operation 
with all groups in sharing the 
Christian experience and teaching. 
I am simply acting in accordance 
with the principles of that denomi- 
nation with which I have all my 
life heen so happily associated.
